David  Cook,  Son  of  Daniel  Cook  and  Laiy  IJaria  Puller. 

David  immigrated  to  Utah  from  Canada.  He  ivas  English  by  birth. 

Nary  Ann  Holden,  ivas  the  daughter  of  Joshua  Holden  and  Lhry  Talley. 

Hary  Ann  was  Irish  by  descent.  She  came  to  Utah  in  1852  with  the  John  T. 
Chafe's  Company.  She  married  David  Cook  Dec.  15,  1852. 

'7e  have  wondered  if  grandfather  came  to  Utah  about  that  time  as 
they  were  married  the  same  year  she  immigrated. ,  Grandfather  was  25  years 
old  and  grandmother  was  15  'when  they  were  married  but  would  have  been  16  in 
July.  Vie  have  it  handed  down  by  the  family  who  say  that  grandfather  and 
grandmother  were  married  in  Provo.  They  went  to  Nephi  to  live. 

Grandfather  was  blind  for  25  years  before  he  died,  he  was  getting 
timber  from  the  mountains  one  winter  and  the  snow  was  so  bright  on  his  weak"* 
eyes  that  from  then  on  his  eyes  kept  getting  worse,  he  was  about  58  years 
old  then  and  from  that  time  on  he  could  not  see  very  much,  but  I  never  in 
rny  life  have  seen  a  man  as  blind  as  he  was  and  yet  accomplish  so  much. 

I  was  a  small  girl  but  I  remember  his  work  shed  in  Thurber,  he 
was  always  out  there  working  on  things.  He  had  tomb  stones  which  he  made 
and  they  were  grand.  He  made  furniture  and  wagon  wheels,  wheel-barrows, 
churns,  cubbords,beds,  tables,  chairs, flour  binds,  a  cubbord  for  ornaments 
and  books. and  yet  so  blind  that  he  had  to  take  his  walking  cane  to  feel  the 
way  to  his  work  shed  and  back. 

Now  that  I  am  older  and  look  back  on  his  great  faith,  I  can't 
help  but  believe  that  he  depended  on  the  Lord  for  help  in  all  he  did 
because  it  is  unbelievable,  the  things  he  did.  when  I  was  about  lo  years 
°1HT%  girl  friends  used  to  watch  him  dig  his  well.  He  made  a  pully  of 
a  long  stought  rope  and  made  his  ladder  and  would  go  up  and  down  and  un¬ 
load  the  buckets  of  dirt,  he  dug  $0  feet  before  he  found  water.  I  will 
always  remember  how  happy  he  was  that  day.  And  he  could  have  let  some  one 
ao  that  work,  but  no,  he  said  he  wanted  to  have  something  to  dos  and  the 
workmanship  was  as  good  as  any  person  could  have  done,  yet  he  was  so  blind 
even  around  in  the  house  he  had  to  have  his  cane  to  feel  his  way,  he  could 
not  see  what  was  on  his  plate  to  eat  or  'where  his  cup  was  only  by  feeling 
so  it  was  like  a  miracle  in  deed* the  things  he  accomplished. 

The  home  ny  father  gave  them  in  Lyman  was  furnished  completely 
with  the  furniture  he  had  made.  He  was  a  man  of  deep  faith  and  dauntless 
purpose,  his  disposition  was  calm  and  serene.  Perhaps  his  meekness  of 
spirit  was  partly  caused  from  being  under  his  affliction. 

The  inspiration  of  the  angels  must  have  been  always  near  him  for 
he  was  a  great  hand  to  say  what  would  come  to  pass.  One  day  my  sister, 
Francetta,  went  into  his  worlcshed  to  tell  him  that  Aunt  Mary  Stringham 
was  dead.  Before  she  could  tell  him  of  that  event,  he  told  her  of  it  him¬ 
self  as  it  had  been  made  known  to  him  by  the  spirit.  (  Mary  Stringham  •’was 
not  Aunt,  to  him  but  she  was  called, Aunt,  by  ail  who  knew  her) 

Being  blind  like  he  was  M  and  almost  Deaf  too  made  it  necessary 
to  meditate  by  him  self  and  for  the  edification  of  his  family  he  foretold 
x-he  coming  forth  of  a  marvelous s  instrument  that  would  broadcast  lectures 
and  concerts.  It  was  the  radio  he  meant.  This  was  thirty  years  prior  to 
the  radio.  He  also  would  tell  us  what  Idnd  of  weather  to  expect  on  certain 
dates,  he  obayed  the  promptings  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  received  much  comfort 
from  it  ,  for  revealing  things  to  us  made  his  spirit  happy  and  free. 

I  never  saw  him  angry  and  no  one  knew  of  him  to  be  disturbed  by 
any  thing ^  j  think  he  lived  perfect  and  died  that  way.  In  his  Blessing 
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from  patriarch  Blackburn  it  was  given  that  he  himself  and  my  grandfather 
would  not  taste  death  and  it  came  true  for  the  Patriarch  and  grandfather 
were  well  when  they  went  to  bed^and  each  passed  away  in  the  night  when 
their  time  came.  His  other  characteristics  were  never  to  sneak  ill  of 
anyone  and  always  forgiving  tand  full  of  patience  and  courage.  He  lived 
with  my  parents  after  grandmother  died  and  he  loved  mother  and  she  was 
so  kind  and  thoughtful  of  him,  she  always  placed  his  food  on  his  plate 
before  it  was  passed  to  any  one  else.  A  great  spirit  was  gone  when  he 
passed  away  21,  Jan.'  ~1911. 


”ary  Ann  Holden,  my  grandmother  was  so  good  to  me  and  so  land  to  everyone 
and  very  free  hearted.  She  wanted  to  fix  something  to  eat  for  everyone 
what  came  in  her  home  it  seemed.  She  was  quick  with  her  work  ,  I  never 
remember  of  ever  seeing  her  house  messed  up  or  any  dirty  dishes,  ever  thing 
was  in  order. 

Grandmother  only  had  one  single  girl  when  I  remember  her,  the 
others  were  all  married.  She  had  burdens  placed  upon  her  from  the  start 
but  never  complained.  Her  brother  Willey’s  wife  died  and  left  three 
children,  a  pair  twins,  Datherine  and  Caroline,  and  a  boy  named  John. 

She  gave  them  a  mothers  love  and  care,  and  kept  them  a  few  years. 

Before  father  married' my  mother  he  took  mother  to  live  -with  his 
folks  as  mother  ms  an  orphan  and  he  felt  sorry  for  her,  and  grandmother 
treated  her  like  one  of  her  own  and  mother  thought  it  was  heaven,  for  both 
grandmother  and  grandfather  cherrished  her,  and  they  had  a  daughter  her 
age  which  my  mother  went  with  and  they  also  loved  eachother.  At  the  age 
of  17  mother  married  Joshua,  there  Son,  and  soon  they  moved  by  them  selves. 

Grandmother  had  a  lot  of  trouble,  she  witnessed  her  oldest 
Son  being  brought  home  with  his  neck  broken  and  only  lived  a  short  time. 
This  happened  in  a  rastling  match  in  St.  George  where  they  were  living. 

and  grandfather  being  blind  and  almost  deaf  made  it  a  continual  grief 
on  her.  All  these  things  made  her  very  humble  and  dependant  on  the  Lord, 
therefore,  she  was  spiritual  minded  to  a  great  degree  and  the  Hofy  Spirit 
brought  the  light  and  comfort  to  her  many  times  and  was  always  near  to  her. 

She  was  of  a  nervious  type,  easily  disturbed  ,  but  equally 
quick  to  get  over  it,  she  was  thoughtful  to  everyone  and  so  warn  hearted, 
iflien  we  stop  to  think  of  it  she  was  only  UU  and  had  given  birth  to  ten 
children  and  made  a  home  for  others .  She  was  a  small  woman  with  long 
blank  hair  and  dark  blue  eyes  but  I  only  remember  her  with  white  gray 
hair  and  she  looked  old  when  I  first  remember  her,yet,  she  was  only  69 
when  she  died.  She  was  a  good  fast  worker  and  corded  wool  and  spun  it 
to  make  clothing,  she  made  fancy  cushions  and  tidies  and  her  little  home 
was  cozy  but  the  best  of  all  was  their  loving  c  omp  ani  on  shin  with  each- 
other,  I  was  about  13  when  grandmother  passed  away  but  I  remember  -how  sorry 
i  felttf or:  grandfather  as  theyhad  always  been  so  kind  and  thoughtful 
to  each  other.

As  I  stated  in  my  preface,  that  I  was  not  personally  acquainted 
with  all  the  living  relatives  in  this  book  but  I  know  they  are  all  L.D.S.

A  few  of  my  fathers  cousins  are  living  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting,  NellaAvelia  (Hoyt)  Robertson,  and  her  sister,  Amanda  Jeanette 
(Hoyt)  Palmer.  Amanda  Died  last  year,  shortly  after  I  met  her  and  Nella 
lives  in  St.  George.  They  were  indeed  sweet, end" gracious  women.  It  was 
their  mother  who  we  owe  a  lot  to, as  their  mother,  Hannah  (Cook)  Hoyt  who 
kept  all  the  records  of  the  ancestors (  Hannah  was  ny  grandfather's  sister) 
She  had  her  Son  Timothy  do  the  temple  work  for  these  lines  and  the  records 
were  handed  down  to  her  grandaughter,  Arita  (Porter)  .Campbell  and  Arita 
gave  them  all  to  me  when  she  became  Ill,  she  wrote  on  the  records  that 
they  were  to  go  to  me  when  she  diedwsa  they  were  given  to  me  at  her  death. 

Another  cousin  I  met  vras  Agnes  Francetta  (Cook)  Lords  when  she  was 
82  years  of  age  and  I  doAt  remember  of  meeting  anyone  that  age  that  looked 
so  young  for  her  age,  as  well  as  her  conversation  was  young  and  intelligent 
as  was  Amanda's  and  Nella 's. 

I  am  going  to  put  down  a  few  of  the  activities  told  to  me  in  letters 
from  Agnes  Francetta  and  her  sister,  Ella  Catherine  (Cook)  Lords. 

Clarissa  Amy  (Hoyt)  Heaton  (  my  fathers  cousin)  raised  a  very  wonderful 
family.  'Rill  Heaton  filled  two  missions  for  the  L.D.S.  church  and  John 
was  bishop  for  twenty  years. Israel  filled  a  mision  in  Austrilia  and  was 
in  the  Stake  presidency  in  Canab,  Stake.  Ira,  Dan  and  June  were  all  very 
prominent  men  and  Harrold  was  bishop  too.  and  the  daughters  were  active 
in  the  church. 

grandfather's  sister  Hannah's  son  Timothy  was  a  prominent  man 
he  was  in  the  Snow  Flake  Stake  presidency  in  Arizona,  and  he  and  his  sister 
Hannah  (Porter)  Hoyt  did  so  much  of  our  relatives  temple  work  they  deserve 
our  special  thanks. 

The  few  accomplishments  sent  to  me  by  Agnes  Francetta  (Cook)  Lords 
she  wrote  it  to  me  in  her  own  hand  and  she  will  be  83  years  this  December. 

She  said  she  married  Joseph  C.  Lords,  one  of  the  sweetest  men  living  and 
that  she  was  lonesome  and  missed  him  so  much  as  he  passed  away  seven  years 
ago.  she  was  the  mother  of  twelve  children  and  all  living  and  ten  of  them 
have  been  married  in  the  temple,  the  house  of  the  Lord. 

She  said  she  had  always  been  active  in  the  L.D.S.  Church  work, 
she  served  in  the  Relief  Society  Presidency  for  many  years  and  Selief- 
Society  teacher  until  she  was  no  longer  able  to  go. 

She  said  two  of  her  children  were  healed  through  tfeenower  of 
the  -priesthood  as  always  they  had  faith  in  the  Lord's  help.  Sheyand  husband 
were  not  married  at  first  in  the  temple  but  later  went  to  be  sealed  and  have 
their  marriage  in  the  temple. 

They  traveled  by  coverd  wagon  from  Blue  Valley  to  I.’ anti,  Utah 
to  the  temple.  It  took  them  five  or  six  days,  camping  out  along  the  way 
and  she  was  expecting  her  first  baby.  She  said  when  they  came  to  the 
sealing  room  of  the  temple  they  were  stopped  and  had  to  dress  and  go  to  the 
court  house  and  get  their  Lisence-before  they  could  go  on  to  be  sealed,  that 
law  had  just  been  passed  at  that  time. 

She  said  she  now  owned  a  little  home  of  her  own  and  did  her 
own  work  but  visited  often  with  married  children  in  the  winter  time.  At 
this  age  of  her  life  I  appreciate  her  information  and  later  met  her  and 
knew  of  her  active  mind. 
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Ella  Catherine  (GQQk)  Lords  lives  in  Ucon,  Idaho  she  rd.ll  be  77 
years  old  this  Aug.  she  and  her  husband,  Daniel  Lords  were  married  in 
the  Manti  lemple  7  Jan,  1335  as  their  family  record  show  on  previous 
pages.  They  had  eleven  children  and  27  grand  children,  26  great  grand  - 
cnildren,  she  states  that  her  home  and  children  keot  her  quite  busy  but 
she  has  served  as  Primary  president  in  the  church  and  has  been  a  Relief- 
Society  teacher  most  of  her  life  until  she  had  her  stroke  when  she  was 
61  years  old  and  it  left  her  leg  crippled  so  she  has  only  been  able  to 
do  her  house  work  and  she  and  husband  have  raised  a  fine  family  she  said 
they  were  very  proud  of  them  .  They  took  the  children  with  them  to  meeting 
when  they  were  young  and  set  the  right  example. 

their  oldest  son  is  in  the  Bishopric  in  Ucon,  Idaho  ancl  the  next  son  is 
a  oeventy  and  another  son  Jilford  Eugene  was  President  of  Elders  Quorum, 
there  daughters  all  active  in  the  church  two  of  which  sent  a  brief  account 
of  their  Church  activities,  as  follows  _ 

Ruby  (Lords)  F’ergunon,,  married  Jesse  Leo  Ferguson  17  Oct.  1920 
in.  the  Logan  temple.  She  was  counclor  in  the  primary  for  three  years  and 
primary  president  for  four  years  and  primary  teacher  about  llr  years. 

She  taught  the  Behive  girls  two  years  in  Shelton  Ward,  and  was  one  of  the 
group  leaders  of  teen  age  girls  for  two  years  and  a  Relief  Society  teacher 
for  a  good  many  years.

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3rief  Sketch  Of  The  Activities  Of  James  E.  Cook, (Cousin  to  J.H.  Cook.) 


I  have  never  met  James  E.  Cook  of  Idaho  but  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
■write  of  him  in  this  genealogy.  I  see  from  the  few  statements  from  him 
shows  that  his  services  have  always  been  in  the  leadership  acconplishnents. 

James  E.  Cook  filled  a  mission  in  the  California  Passion  in  1933  and 
1939.  After  returning  home  was  called  as  a  Stake  missionary  in  the  Rigby  - 
Stake  of  Idaho  where  he  labored  for  II4.  months,  was  taken  out  of  the  Stake 
mission  and  Set  apart  as  first  counselor  in  the  Bishopric  in  the  Roberts 
ward  of  Rigby  Stake  by  Harold  B.  Lee  (Apostle)  after  a  change  in  the  Bishop  - 
ric  Ke  was  set  apart  as  chairman  of  the  High  Priest  also  Chairman  of  the 
Genealogical  Society  of  the  Roberts  ward. 

He  labored  as  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school  and  as  assistant  Super  - 
intendent  these  offices^®held  for  13  years.  He  was  counselor  to  the  Young 
Mens  M.I.A.  also  as  Secretary  lutual  and  Sunday  school. 

He  spent  some  time  as  Police  Judge  of  the  Roberts  District.  He  and  wife 
were  set  apart  for  Stake  Missionary  work  by  President  George  Christensen 
to  labor  in  the  Rigby  Stake  where  they  have  given  service  for  18  months 
and  are  to  act  six  more  months  there. 

James  E.  Cook  said  the  many  other  offices  he  has  held  he  had  not 
mentioned.  His  Son  was  a  Stake  president  and  a  daughter  was  on  a  mission 
and  had  been  asked  to  stay  another  two  months,  more  than  the  two  years  - 
out  of  the  State. 

These  are  extra  atatements  from  him  in  letters  I’ve  received  from 
him  and  I  am  sure  all  of  his  children  are  active  in  the  L.D.S.  church  and 
that  his  good  wife  has  served  in  many  callings  in  the  Church. too.  and  I 
am  pleased  that  the  families  of  our  wonderful  ancestors  are  holding  fast 
to  the  faith  which  our  noble  progenitors  suffered  to  establish  in  the 
heartd  of  their  posterity.

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A  Brief  Life  Sketch  Of  Betsy  Faria  (Bybee)  Cook 


The  death  dates,  birth  dates,  marriage  dates  etc.  are  arranged 
in  previous  pages  of  each  sketch. 


I  would  not  know  where  to  start  or  end  my  father’s  and  mother’s  life  story, 
their  testimony  of  this  great  Gospel,  the  healing  through  faith  and  prayer, 
the  power  of  forgiveness  ,  the  example  of  love  in  their  home,  the  advantage 
of  congeniality  together,  the  sincerity  and  solomness  in  appreciation  of 
life’s  beauty  and  lifes  mission,was  all  portrayed  by  them, 

Sven  in  death  they  acknowledged  the  hand  of  God  and  witnessed  the  rain-bow 
of  beauty  and  pronounced  it  a  sacred  ordeal  which  they  knew  7/as  Gods  Will . 

They  were  always  together  in  all  things  and  father  7/as  heart  broken  when 
mother  passed  away.  The  last  day  that  she  was  alive,  I  saw  him  change  his 
countenance  after  praying,  but  it  was  a  sad  look  in  stead  of  a  happy  one. 

He  had  been  sitting  on  the  bed  nearly  all  day  holding  her  up  against  his 
shoulder  as  she  could  not  breathe  well  lying  down.  Finally  he  left  the  room 
and  went  out  side  to  pray,  when  he  returned  he  looked  as  pale  as  death.  He 
slowly  took  his  same  position  and  he/.ld  her  in  his  arms,  looking  down  at  her, 
too  full  of  grief  to  speak.  When  he  did,  he  said,  "Well,  I  guess  I'll  have 
to  let  you  go,  it  is  wrong  for  me  to  keep  you  longer."  She  raised  her  eyes 
with  death  in  them  and  looked  at  him  then  at  each  of  us  standing  around  the 
bed, then  closed  her  eyes  in  peaceful  slumber.  It  seemed  as  though  she  had 
lingered  on  all  day  waiting  for  father  to  give  his  consent  that  it  was  best 
she  should  go. 

I  believe  if  people  keep  the  commandments  of  God  they  will  meet  in  the  soirit 
world,  and  not  be  old,  but  will  be  as  they  were  in  their  most  beautiful  stage 
of  life.  I  have  also  heard  Ivielvan  J.  Ballard  (Apostle)  say  the  same  thing. 

At  my  mother's  funeral  so  many  beautiful  things  were  spoken  and  the  following 
lines  vrere  read  by  the  president  of  the  Relief  Society:  "  Resolutions  of  respect 
in  memory  of  BetsycM.  Cook  ,  by  the  Delta  Reliefsociety. 

"  Whereas:  in  the  wisdom  of  our  kind  Heavenly  Father,  He  has  seen  fit  to  remove 
our  beloved?*  sister  Qook,  from  our  midst,  we  her  co-workers  do  here  with  extend 
to  her  husband  and  family  our  sincere  and  heart-felt  sympathy,  and  record  our 
appreciation  of  her  life  and  labors.  Therefore:  3e  it  resolved  that  vre  honor 
and  cherrish  her  memory  as  one  of  God's  noble  women,  and  strive  to  emulate  her 
example.  Her  ever  ready  testimony  will  live  in  our  hearts  and  we  can  all 
testify  that  her  life  was  one  of  sweetness.  A  mother  true  was  she,  and  sacri  - 
ficing  ever  in  true  simplicity.  She  made  dear  friends  and  kept  them:  Her 
nature  was  so  kind,  A  truey, better  mother  would  be  very  heard  to  find. 

Gre  keep  this  upon  the  records  of  the  Relief  Society.  Alace  L.  Gardner  and

I  will  compile  part  of  a  poem  -which  was  sent  from  Lyman, Utah,  where  mother  lived 
so  many  years  while  father  was  the  Bishop,  this  poem  was  written  by  the  Bishops 
wife,  Theda  J.  Oldroyd. 

God  has  taken  from  Earth,  one  so  noble  and  true 
A  choice  spirit  from  above  that  was  sent  here  to  you. 

Her  labors  v/hile  here  are  complete  and  sealed 

She  has  gone  to  the  blessed  and  her  future  revealed. 

Those  who  knew  her  and  near  her  ’while  here 
Are  those  T/ho  best  love  her  and  hold  her  most  dear 
Another  so  kind  and  devoted  and  true 
TOJUL,  to  the  last  in  her  labors  for  you 
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As  wife  she  was  ever  by  her  dear  husbands  side 
To  help  him  and  cheer  him  his  footsteps  to  guide. 

My  children  and  her  children  played  at  her  home 
She  loved  and  treated  them  as  kind  as  her  own 
In  her  home  they  were  always  made  welcome  and  free 
They  grew  up  to  love  herein  her  home  loved  to  be. 

Hot  half  of  her  virtues  will  ever  be  told 

They  are  hidden  and  some  time  will  shineforth.-likengold. 

There  was  more  of  tnis  poem  but  is  limited.  After  my  mother’s  body 

was  burried  and  sealed  in  the  tomb,  we  all  went  away  with  our  heads  down,  i 
in  sorrow.  Seeing  the  Pall  winds  claim  the  falling  leaves,  sweeping  them 
far  away  out  of  sight>as  she  too  had  gone  somewhere  out  of  sight  and  the 
milky  sky  looked  lonely  too.  The  big  house  would  look  blurred  and  gloory 
through  tear  stained  eyes,  where  father  would  miss  her  in  every  room. 

The  night  passed  someway,  and  the  next  day  when  the  children  were  in  school 
and  I  was  alone,  so  many  thoughts  went  through  my  mind,  concerning  death 
and  why  was  life  this  way.  Then  the  light  of  heaven  came  to  bring  a  ray 
of  hope  to  my  saddened  heart.  Hew  strange  it  is  when  such  comfort  comes 
we  see  and  feel  so  much  and  yet,  can  write  so  little. 

Such  eloquent  language  filled  with  a  mild  sweet  musing  came  to  me,  stealing 
away  the  bitter  hours.  I  felt  the  freshness  on  the  breeze  and  in  the  calm¬ 
ness  of  my  spirit,  I  knew  that  where  God  was  there  was  no  grieving  and 
though  I  had  been  thinking  that  mother  couldnot  be  happy,  leaving  her  dear 
husband  and  all  of  her  children  and  her  home,  surely  she  would  feel  lost 
and  lonesome,  but  the  soothing  Spirit  and  the  lightning  of  the  tarch  by  the 
still  small  voice  came  to  heal  my  wounds.  In  feeling  all  of  this  perfect 
comfort,  yet  in  ny  appreciation  of  this  excellent  sublimity,  there  were  no 
such  words  to  espresslit *  but  the  following  lines  are  realistic  of  the 
substance  which  I  beheld.

in  her  being  God  gave  the  secret  to  hold  a  home  in  love  and  mirth  ,'th 

Everyone  that  came  within  her  presence  felt  her  spirit  of  warmth  and  worth. 

O’ could  all  mothers  be  so  substantial  and  realize  their  creation  - 


Hold  to  ..the  duties  God  planned  for  them, that  mothers  and  homes  make  the  Nation. 
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Brief  Life  Sketch  Of  Joshua  Holden  Cook  1952,  He -died  1931. 


Xy  father  was  the  most  lonely  man  I  ever  knew  after  mother  left  this 
earth  but  he  ..did  not  lose  one  ounce  of  faith.  Pie  learned  faith  in  the 
mission  field  and  the  llj.  years  he  was  a  bishop,  no  man  can  pass  through 
the  mill  in  such  fields  with  out  being  tried  and  tested.  The  more  they 
accomplish  in  the  Lords  work,  the  more  light  and  understanding  they  receive 
concerning  life  after  death,  and  the  way  to  live  to  reach  Sternal  Glories. 

I  would  like  to  write  the  full  story  of  his  life  as  he  told  it 
to  me  a  few  weeks  before  he  passed  away  but  I  have  it  compiled  in  ny  family 
scrap  book,  also  his  missionary  experiences  and  his  and  mothers  faith  pro~- 
moting  testimonies,  some  of  them  have  been  published  in  my  book,  "Your 
Passport  To  The  Other  Shore" 

I  mil  say  here  that  one  in  a  family  should  write  their  parents 
and  grandparents  life  story  and  glean  all  of  their  testimonies  and  compile 
in  their  books,  for  the  time  will  come  when  they  will  be  needed,  as  the 
trials  and  tests  will  be  so  severe  in  the  last  days, that  some  of  the  very 
elect  will  fall  and  not  be  able  to  stand. 

Pfy  parents  left  so  much  of  the  Gosple  principles  in  their  great 
testimonies  that  it  becoms  a  substantial  foundation  for  their  postirity 
to  stand  on.  but  unless  these  things  are  written  down  and  preserved  they 
could  not  be  known  to  unborn  generations.  The  age  of  tine  will  bring  new 
ideas  and  new  inventions  to  change  all  sorts  of  living  matter  and  Trays  of 
living,  we  can  see  now  the  changes  that  have  come  in  the  last  100  years 
which  is  only  the  beginning  of  new  things,  and  we  must  plant  the  seeds  of 
faith  and  hope  by  flitting  them  down  for  future  bennifits. 

The  blessings  from  the  Patriarch*  s  given  to  my  parents,  we  re 
fulfilled  perfectly  as  they  knew  if  God  made  a  promise  through  the  Power  of 
the  Holy  priesthood  it  would  come  true,  if  they  lived  for  it, and  they  lived 
to  see  them  come  true  and  gave  testimony  of  that  proof* 

Xy  parents  were  hard  working  people  and  owned  a  fine  home  in  each 
community  where  they  lived.  The  best  home  ms  one  he  had  built  in  Lyman, 
Utah. It  had  a  number  of  rooms  and  three  porches  and  two  fire  places  and  most 
beautiful  golden  maple  woodwork.  I  loved  to  clean  the  living  room  with  its 
glossy  appearance  and  nice  funiture.  there  was  also  a  large  basement  where 
uhey  Soored  their  year  of  food,  in  five  and  ten  galon  jars  the  preserves 
and  pickles  and  19rd  was  kept.  The  cured  meats,  dried  fruit,  dried  com  and 
beans  ,  also  cheese,  butter,  milk  and  cream  had  there  prepared  place  in  the 
basement,  this  was  in  1898  and  1900  when  refigators  were  not  owned.  They 
also  had  outside  pits  dug  in  the  ground  where  they  kept  the  vegatables.  and 
a  cellar  wherepatatoe s  were  kept.  Father  always  planted  fruit  trees  and 
currant  bushes  and  gooseberry  bushes,  rhubarb  etc.  A  large  bam  filled 
with  hay  and  feed  for  live  stock  which  were  kept  fat. 

He  owned  a  farm  ,  called  the  Pierce  place  and  later  a  fine  place 
called  the  Tidwell  valley  ranch  and  these  were  also  their  pride  and  joy  to 
be  kept  in  exclant  conition  they  were  near  Lyman.  There  were  always  milk 
cows,  fat  hogs,  and  little  pigs,  chickens  of  every  color.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  run  to  the  stores  for  food,  it  was  produced  by  hard  work  and 
thoughtful  management. 

The  lovely  home  in  Lyman  was  painted  white  trimmed  with  green 
and  he  had  a  beautiful  old  English  style  fence  painted  white  which  attracted 
the  passer  by,  it  was  also  trimmed  with  green  and  it  stood  as  a  thing  of 
beauty  with  evergreen  pines  and  large  green  lawns  within  its  walls. 

These  things  did  not  come  by  chance  but  hard  work  and  a  desire 
j. or  beauty.  ..hen  they  left  8  td  George  years  before  this  time  they  were  vouna1 
.71  n  only  tiro  cnildren  and  they  moved  to  ThurbeiJ,  worked  hard  to  get  a  start 
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and  built  a  home  ithen  came  the  big  boon  on  the  Bluevalley  country  and  so  many 
weht  there,  so  father  gave  his  home  to  his  parents  (his  father  was  partly  blind) 
and  father  and  mother  started  out  again  to  build  and  work  but  that  valley  did 
not  turn  out  as  had  been  advertised  and  people  left  the  blue  mountains  and 
came  back  to  Thurber.  There, father  traded  around  and  got  one  horse  then  traded 
it  for  a  team  of  oxen  and  Trent  to  the  hills  and  sawed  dorm  large  logs  and 
hauled  down  to  Thurber,  and  the  weather  was  so  bitter  cold  he  had  to  keep  his 
ears  tied  in  with  a  handkerchief  to  keep  them  from  freezing  off.  and  while 
building  and  making  his  own  hone  he  brought  logs  in  the  house,  one  at  a  time 
and  by  the  light  of othscf ire  he  s awede shingle s  for  other  homes,  while  mother 
knitted  and  made  clothing  for  the  family.  He  made  enough  shingles  for  the 
first  store  and  the  first  gristmill,  this  Thurber  town  sight  vras  being  moved 
up  out  of  the  low  swamps  up  against  the  hills  where  it  now  stands  and  father 
schemed  around  and  bought  13  log  cabbins  and  city  lots  which  gave  him  a  lift 
in  a  financial  way  for  he  could  sell  them  for  much  more  than  he  gave. 

Father  and  mother  had  seven  children  bora  in  Thurber  and  burriea 
one  little  girl,  Polly,  age  19  months.  Later  father  received  a  call  to  go  on 
a  missiom  to  the  Eastern  States  so  it  was  necessary  to  leave  mother  with  her 
hands  full* all  these  little  children  and  I  was  the  baby  then,  but  she  was 
expecting  another,  this  baby  was  a  boy,  Heber.  but  she  was  greatly  blessed, 
father  filled  a  successful  mission, no  wonder  their  faith  was  developed, and 
they  depended  on  prayer  and  help  from  their  heavenly  father  which  he  freely 
gave,  for  they  prospered  when  he  returned,  and  owned  these  places  near  Lyman 
then  when  his  duties  as  a  bishop  become  more  in  need  of  his  help  he  sold 
the  Fierce  farm  and  the  Tidwell  Valley  ranch  and  bought  farming  land  joining 
the  white  home  in  Lyman, 

He  was  first  counselor  to  the  bishop  for  three  years  then  was 
the  bishop  for  1#. years,  then  mother’s  health  became  very  poor  and  the  Dr. 
advised  that  they  move  so  he  moved  to  Delta,  Utah,  a  place  that  wasnew  and 
the  pioneering  there  was  lived  all  over  again, but  mothers  health  was  very 
good  and  she  cooked  for  two  or:.three  men  that  were  maiding  the  Sugar  factory 
in  Delta  and  father  built  a  nice  little  hone  to  rent  and  kept  it  rented  and 
built  a  large  cement-block  home  and  once  again  set  out  shade  trees  and  went 
to  the  mountains  for  pine  trees,  built  a  large  bam  and  graninery  and  fine 
improvements  and  all  this  time  the,  dam  that  held  the  water  for  f aiming  was 
washed  out  time  after  tine  causing  crop  failure  but  with  cows,  turkeys  and 
chickens  and  all  their  good  management  they  were  doing  well,  but  finally 
mother  took  ill  with  anemia  of  the  blood  and  was  taken  to  the  hospital  in 
Salt  lake  but  in  the  Fall  they  let  her  come  home  and  there  she  died  19, 

Sept  1923.  Father  nad  been  with  her  all  the  time  in  Salt  Lake  and  had 
supplied  blood  of  his  own  for  her. 

They  grew  up  together  as  playmates  and  father  always  was  her 
protector,  she  was  left  an  Orphan  when  about  six  years  of  age,  her  father 
died  when  she  was  3  years  old  and  we  have  not  found  her  mothers  death  date 
but  father  said  she  was  an  orphan  at  6  years  of  age,  they  worked  at  the 
factors  together  near  St,  George,  and  were  married  young* and  President  Young 
went  through  the  temple  that  day  and  Arastas  Snow  (apostle)  married  them, 
all  the.  dates  are  on  pages  joining  this. 

When  father  was  on  his  mission  he  kept  a  diary  of  ail  his 

physical  labores,  he  was  so  independant  that  I  believe  he  wanted  to  keep 
strict  account  to  see  if  he  paid  for  his  board  and  room  which  he  did  do. 

All  the  mission  expierances  and  testimonies  I  have  in  ny  scrap  book  and 
some  in  the  book  of  mine  "Your  Passport  To  The  Other  Shore"  so  have  not 
related  them  here.

Ify  brother  ^rron  had  a  very  short  married  life  and  part  of  it  was  deeply 
sad.  He  married  hinnie  Norton  and  they  were  very  much  in  love  but  their 
happy  romance  had  to  be  lived  through  love  letters  as  they  never  knew  how 
soon  they  would  be  called  upon  to  part  with  each  other. 

I^/ron  was  called  to  fill  a  mission  to  the  Somoa  Islands,  they  both  accepted 
tnis  calling  for  the  L.D.S.  church  as  an  honor  and  she  said  she  would  continue 
teaching  school  while  he  was  gone /and  they  decided  to  get  married  before  he 
left.  They  were  married  in  the  :  anti  temple  and  most  happy,  but  in  two  weeks 
they  had  to  say,  goodbye  and  he  left  her  in  tears  while  loneliness  throbed 
m  their  hearts.  It  was  tyro  months  from  the  time  he  left  for  his  mission 
until  he  arrived  at  his  destination,  the  term  of  a  missionVat  that  time  was 
four  years.  * 

The  happiest  time  of  their  life  was  when  he  returned  and  once  more  they  were 
united  in  peace  and  comfort.  Though  he  had  learned  a  new  language  yet  in 
our  tongue  he  was  a  very  influent  speaker,  I  was  young  but  I  remember  as 
clear  as  though  it  were  to  day  how  convincing  and  f  era  were  his  words  of 
wisdom,  eveiyone  sat  in  silence  and  never  moved  their  eyes  from  him. 

»Tnen  ever  he  was  called  upon  to  speak,  his  words  were  as  thoygh  they  had 

been  carved  out  by  the  Artist  hand,  leaving  their  golden  meaning  to  linger 
in  the  heart. 


But  too  soon  he  had  to  say  goodbye  to  his  beloved  wife  again  as  there  were 
not  many  .jobs  to  earn  money  in  those  days,  so  they  talked  it  over  and  then 
decided  for  him  to  go  dorm  to  the  henezy  mountains  that  winter  and  heard 
sheep,  that  would  give  them  cash  to  build  a  house  and  linnie  would  vo  on 
with  teaching  that  winter,  so  they  parted  with  the  high  hopes  that  soon  they 

would  be  together  in  a  homey  and  he  would  farm  as  soon  as  Summer  came  as  father 
had  land  for  him. 

That  kiss  goodbye  was  the  last  time  he  saw  his  beloved  alive  as  she  became 
ill  one  afternoon  and  died  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day.  I  loved  her  as 
much  as  my  cam  sisters,  as  she  was  an  orphan  and  was  so  peaceful  and  pleasant 
with  all  of  us  and  she  loved  Byrons  parents.  She  and  I  had  slept  in  the  same 
bed  while  me  waslawayy  -I  was- 11  years  younger  thhn  she  was  but  I  loved  her 
and  was  with  her  a.  lot,  she  lived  with  us  too  while  Byron  was  on  his  mission. 
The  last  day  she  lived  I  walked  with  her  to  do  her  shopping,  mother,  father 
and-  she  and  I  went  to  Loa,  to  the  store,  she  took  ill  while  walking  around, 
ney  called  the  doctor  and  then  we  took  her  home,  but  in  the  night  she  died 
she  awakened  me  to  say  she  was  very  bad  and  soon  father  and  mother  were  at 
ner  oed  side  but  she  was  gone  so  soon. 

A  man  was  rushed  to  the  Nenery  mountains  to  take  Byron's  place  ,  there  were 
no  cars  or  telephones  to  reach  him  and  when  he  received  the  word.he  was  so 
bewildered  over  the  sudden  shock  that  directions  turned  with  him  and  he  got 
on  tne  horse  and  rode  in  the  oposite  direction. 

The  people  in  the  town  of  Iyman  were  all  excited  and  father  and  mother  were 
so  worried  that  they  knew  not  which  way  to  turn  as  the  second  man  they  sent 
had  not  returned/  so  several  men  left  in  wagons  with  shovels  and  provisions 
ihe  snow  was  deep  and  the  weather  was  bitter  cold,  in,  about  a  week ‘they 
returned  with  him,  they  found  him  trying  to  kindle  a  fire,  nearly  frozen 
ana  not  knowing  where  he  was.  The  mourning  over  his  cherished  wife  was  heart 
reaking  uhe  sorrow  remained  heavy  over  our  hone , having  to  part  with  such  a 
wonderful _ girl  as  had  been  taken  from  his  bosom. 

After  a  time  he  married  Ida  Turner  and  born  to  them  were  two  girls  and  then

with  Byrom  in  Richfield. 

I  didnot  see  father  when  he  greeted  Byrom  but  I  am  sure  the  thankful  hour 
was  supreme,  as  he  expressed  it  in  a  poem  written  by  him  which  we  have  found 
since  his  death;  the  only  poem  we  have  from  father  and  perhaps  the  only  one 
he  ever  composed.  It  is  as  follows  - 


dell,  Byrom  my  dear  Son  we  welcome  your  safe  .return 

From  a  far  away  Island  where  another  tongue  you've  learned. 

You  have  taken  the  gospel  message  to  the  Islands  of  the  Seas 
You  have  bound  up  many  bundles  you  have  gathered  many  sheaves. 

have  missed,  you.  at  the  table  we  have  Hissed  you  everywhere

I  have  a  letter  Byrom  wrote  to  a  school  teacher  In  Provo,  Utah,  she 
sent  this  letter  to  me,  she  was  his  teacher  before  he  left  to  go  on 
his  mission  and  he  wrote  her  this  while  on  his  mission  to  the  somoa 
Islands,  he  nas  been  dead  about  Jj.2  years  and  she  knew  we  would  aoprec  — 
iate  it,  the  letter  is  precious  as  well  as  beautiful  but  I  will  only 
add  a  few  lines  of  it  here. 

He  writes  "  Little  did  I  think  when  I  was  playing  at  mothers  1-cnee  that  I 
would  be  called  so  far  away  from  home  and  loved  ones,  but  how  thankful  I 
am  now  that  I  have  been  called  to  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of  truth, to  the 
people  who  are  in  darkness  in  this  wide  world  of  ours.  Although  these  are 
dark  benighted  people,  I  believe  the  most  of  them  have  oure'r  hearts  than 
many  of  the  white  people.,*  and  better  desires  for  their  future  lives. 

He  tells  of  the  many  mee|ihgs  he  attends  in  preaching  and  teaching  the  gospel 
and  that  the  Sun  and  its  heat  is  teriffic  for  him,  and  that  he  did  most  "of 
his  long  journies  after  Sunset  and  by  the  light  of  the  moon, and  that  by  boat 
was  often  the  way  to  go.  He  said  it  never  forgets  to  rain  on  Somoa  and  with 
a  few  minutes  of  rain,  streams  swell,  then  one  has  to  swim  the  rivers  and 
that  the  good  drainage  system  is  all  that  keeps  Somoa  from  being  washed  away, 
as  the  rain  goes  through  the  Earth,  the  Islands  appear  to  be  nothing  but 
lava  rock  and  a  little  sand  covered  over  them.  He  said  it  was  always  Summer¬ 
time  with  everything  green  the  year  around  and  always  afternoon,  and  it 
i.as  inspiring  to  sat  in  the  shade  of  a  coconut  tree  and  let  the  mind  wonder 
over  the.  Sea  to  the  lofty  mountains  of  Utah  with  her  white  caps  of  snow  and 
her  beautiful  sallies  that  lay  below,  where  so  many  fond  hearts  are  beating 
lor  their  lovedones  across  the  blue  Sea. 

This  is  only  a  small  part  of  his*  letter  but  it  is  typical  of  the  type  of 
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nan. he  was  -  very  sincere  and  appreciative  of  all  the  beauties  of  nature, 
a  land  tender  heart  that  knew  not  anger. 

the  time  of  his  death  >E,H,?3axfield  wrote  a  poem  in  his  honor.  E.H* 
Maxfield  lived  in  Lyman  where  Byron  was  raised.,  his  Son,  H.  E.  Maxfield 
v/as  bishop  at  Delta,  Utah.  The  poem  was  written  1910  I  vd.ll  only  write 
here  the  last  verse  as  follows  -

!y  sister  Rena,  as  we  called  her,  "was  a  very  pretty  girl  with  dark 
hair  and  brown  eyes.  I  remember  how  lovely  she  looked  when  she  used  to  sing 
out  in  public,  she  could  sing  so  high  and  clear,  and  one  song  I  liked  to  hear 
her  sing  was  "In  The  Shadow  Of  The  Pines"  She  gave  music  lessions  a  number  of 
years  and  also  did  oil  paintings  which  were  beautiful,  father  had  she  and  Nora 
take  painting  lessons  for  a  while. 

Rena  s  married  life  was  sad  as  she  lost  her  husband  soon  and  they  were  so 
much  in  love.  She  married  James  Arza  Forsyth,  he  was  a  fine  man,  tall  and 
slender,  brown  eyes  and  light  brown  hair,  a  very  hard  working  man  anxious  to 
own  a  home  and  prosper.  A  girl  and  a  boy  was  bora  to  them  and  Rena  was  expect¬ 
ing  a  nother  when  Arze  received  a  call  to  go  on  a  mission  for  the  L.D.S, 
church,  to  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania.  A  beautiful  baby  boy  was  born  to  them 
the  22,  Aug.  19Q2  and  Arze  left  for  his  mission u2nd._xof  Oct.  1R02.  Though  the 
parting  was  sad  yet  they  had  great  faith  in  the  gospel  principles  and  desired 
to  do  tneir  share  to  deliver  the  Gospel  massage. 

About  two  months  after  Arze  had  been  gone  the  baby  took  pneumonia  and  died, 
this  was  an  ocean  of  grief  to  Rena  as  she  had  loved  the  baby  so  much  and  it 
had  helped  to  fill  the  void  empty  feeling  in  her  heart,  taking  up  her  time 
ana  care,  and  the  shock  was  terrible.  Arze  was  in  deed  in  deep  mourning  when 
he  received  the  word  of  the  babies  death,  knowing  he  could  not  get  home  to 
comfort  her.  There  were  no  cars  or  air  planes  then  and  being  so  far  away  he 
had  to  remain  in  the  mission  field  and  he  was  doing  a  great  work  when  all  of 
a  sudden  Rena  received  word  that  he  had  typhoid  fever  and  was  not  expected  to 
lave,  Rena  was  trying  to  get  money  and  things  shaped  around  to  go  where  he  was 
and  the  next  morning,  their  little  two  year  old  girl  said  "Mama'  daddy  died", 
at  seemed  somehow  that  it  gave  Rena  a  warning  and  that  day  she  received  word 
of  his  death.  I  was  not  there  when  rny  father  and  mother  went  to  take  her  the 
word  but  I  will  never  forget  how  they  acted  when  the  news  came  to  them,  they 
Moved  about  so  calm  as  though  all  strength  had  been  drained  from  their  entire 
being  but  they  did  not  cry  and  father  said"  It  is  the  Lords  will  we  must  not 
mourn1  but  they  wondered  how  Rena  could  stand  the  test,  she  had  gotten  so 
"Ohm  after  uie  death  of  the  baby  until  she  hardly  looked  natural  and  then  this 
heavy  trial  so  soon  too. 

I  was  only  11  years  old  but  the  picture  remains  in  my  memory  after  all  these 
years.  The  dark  cloud  of  death  hovered  like  a  thick  substance  between  Heaven 
and  Earth  which  could  not  be  pierced  through  it  seemed.  Ly  father  and  mother 
were  side  by  side  in  prayer  and  hope,  when  father  prayed  that  morning  it  was  if 
ne  were  whispering,  so  solm  were  his  words,  every  action  was  as  though  Angels 
were  taking  them  by  the  hand  and  giving  words  of  comfort  and  wisdom.  Soon  they 
were  on  their  way  to  Teasdale  where  Rena  lived,  they  brought  her  back  home 
wrtn  them  and  when  they  arrived  I  will  never  forget  Rena’s  looks,  her  eyes 
were  dry  but  one  could  see  that  tears  burned  deep  in  her  heart  and  soul,  as 
she  walked  through  the  rooms  I  could  almost  see  her  loaded  down  with  the  heavy 
cross.  <Jhat  would  she  had  have  done  with  out  faith,  faith  to  know  that  some  - 
day  she  would  meet  her  dear^ne  as  they  were  married  for  time  and  all  Eternity. 
She  and  father  and  mother  were  soon  on  their  way  to  Richfield  to  meet  the  train 
+ hat  carried  his  dead  body.  There  were  no  ways  of  traveling  except  their  white 
°P  ^rigy  was  the  best  way  they  had.  Rena  got  in  the  buggy  and  never  sooke  a 
word  i  guess  the  deep  sorrow  held  back  the  words. 

The  mission  President  accompanied  her  husbands  body  from  Pennsylvania  and 
talked  at  the  funeral-  He  said  the  Elders  administered  to  him  and  he  was  better 
at  once  but  they  were  convinced  that  his  mission  was  to  the  other  world  and 
soon  ne  was  unconscious  and  died.  I  did  not  get  down  to  Teasdale  to  the  funeral 

JS™  n°  notes  t0  give,tat  he  was  a  very  fine  man  and 

rtunately  she  met  another  good  man,  as  time  Trent  on  she  married  Daniel  Joseph 
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Allen,  yet  he  was  four  years  younger,  they  were  married  in  about  two  years, 
but  Rena  did  not  live  long  after  giving  birth  to  seven  more  children,  she 
died  with  heart  trouble  and  goiter  the  thirteenth  year  after  they  were  married 
The  children  started  out  to  live  with  their  father, but  the  worry  was  hard  on 
them  so  they  came  to  live  with  father  and  mo  tiler  for  a  time.  Rena's  husband 
Jode  (as  he  was  called)  died  six  years  later  with  a  stroke.  Jode  was  a  very 
nice  looking  man  with  gray-green  eyes  and  light  brown  hair  and  mediam  size, 
with  stylish  mannerisms.  As  I  did  not  get  to  the  funeral  of  either  of  these 
I  have  a  poem  written  in  honor  of  Rena  .at ..the  tine :  of -bier, -death- -by  the  Bishops 
wife,  Theda  J,  Oldroyd.

Iuva  worked  in  the  L.D.S.  Church  as  a  primary  teacher,  then  some¬ 
time  later  she  was  Secretary  in  the  Relief  Society,  after  that  calling  she 
was  selected  as  a  counselor  in  the  Relief  Society.

Luva  is  a  veiy  good  cook  and  is  a  cheerful  jovial  person  and  is  always  good 
company. 

I  have  not  lived  near  them  so  am  not  acquainted  with  her  husband  but  I 
remember  when  the  was  married  the  folks  said  Luva  would  not  want  for  any 
thingjin  material  things  as  her  husband. was  a  sheep  and  cattle  nan  and  very 

well  to  do. 

luva  writes  this  of  her  husband:  11  Joe  is  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser  and 
owned  sheep  for  2k  years  and  has  had  the  ranch  since  1900.  He  has  practi¬ 
cally  retired  now  as  fafming  is  too  hard  for  him  now,  but  he  still  owns 
the  ranch  and  home  in  town  but  sold  his  sheep  in  1939  and  still  has  plenty 
to  keep  him  busy. 

The  sheep  and  farming  activities  have  taken  him  away  from  home  alot  of  the 
time  therefore,  he  could  not  work  in  the  church  veyymuch  but  he  has  served 
as  President  of  Elders  Quorum  for  four  years  and  worked  as  Boy  Scout  Master 
and  Committeeman. 


The  testimony  Luva  gave  which  was  published  in  my  book  "  Your  - 
Passport  To  The  iHher  Shore11  gave  the  account  of  the  strong  desire  that 
their  Son  Austin  had  for  them  to  go  to  the  temple  and  have" their  sealings 
done,  Austin  passed  away  when  about  18  years  of  age  and  this  great  desire 
and  the  many  times  Austin  had  mentioned  it  to  his  parents 4  kept  lingering 
in  their  thoughts,  also  kept  prompting  them  of  the  temple  sealing  and 
Luva,  his  mother  had  a  dream  that  Austin  came  to  her  after  his  death  and 
was  not  satisfied  with  the  clothes  he  was  wearing,  this  story  is  in  detail 
in  the  book.  I  only  want  to  mention  it  here  to  tell  of  the  dream  she  had

Franc etta  wrote  her  sketch,  as  follows 

I  was  bom  in  Thurber,  Wayne  Co.  Utah  2  Oct.  I88I4.  of  goodly  parents, 
Joshua  Holden  Cook  and  Betsy  Maria  Bybee.  I  then  had  two  sisters  and  a  brother 
and  later  there  were  six  sisters  and  two  brothers  to  join  us  in  the  family. 

Our  home  was  of  sawed  logs  just  three  rooms.  I  remember  of  going  to 
Sundayschool  early  in  life  and  when  real  young,  gave  a  poem  in  Sundayschool. 

Iiy  parents  were  religious  and  the  family  all  attended  Sundayschool.  c  ... 

This  was  a  new  town  just  beginning  to  be  settled  .  Ify-  father  being 
industrious, soon  moved  to  a  home  of  more  rooms  and  as  time  went  on  he  planted 
trees  and  built  a  picket  fence.  I  remember  my  little  sister  next  younger 
than  me  "Polly"  we  would  stand  on  little  wood  boxes  that  were  painted,  one 
green  and  the  other  red,  when  we  went  to  the  table  to  eat.  She  didn’t  remain 
with  us  long,  she  died  of  throat  trouble  when  she  was  19  months  old. 

ly  childhood  friends, were  Melissa  Durfey  who  lived  up  red  canyon  a  short 
distance  from  our  home  on  the  farm.  Then  Alta  Smith  who  lived  near  'where  we 
lived  in  torn.  Another  Maud  Stringam  who  lived  at  the  outer  edge  of  town. 

Then  Lillian  Bullard,  she  and  I  were  baptized  the  same  day  along  with  four 
or  five  others. 

I  first  attended  school  in  a  little  log  room  with  benches  of  slab 
with  wooden  legs.  Lucy  Young  was  the  teacher.  After  this  first  grade  I 
went  to  school  in  the  building  which  was  used  for  church.  Alta  and  I  went 
to  school  there  -until  promoted  to  the  fifth  grade,  with  teachers  Arette  Young 
and  Walter  Morrison. 

In  June  1896  I  with  iry  parents  and  brothers  and  sisters  moved  to  the 
Pierce  farm  ,  a  good  farm  with  cows,  pigs  and  a  large  bam  and  board  fenced 
correll.  I  and  Luceen  would  go  out  and  watch  the  pigs  and  keep  them  out  of 
-  the  wheat  field,  they  would  eat  in  the  alfalfa  field.  Here  I  was  on  ry  12th. 
birthday  and  when  I  went  to  the  house  for  dinner,  mother  had  made  a  birthday 
cake  for  me,  all  frosted  and  decorated. 

One  day  I  took  care  of  the  children  while  mother  went  to  Loa  town  three 
miles  array ,  Jerome  was  the  baby  then.  Mother  bought  a  new  brass  bucket 
which  I  still  have  after  97  years. 

Jhile  we  lived  in  Thurber  town  we  lived  near  grandmais  home  and  I  would 
often  go  to  grandma's  in  the  evening,  I  was  real  young  and  my  sister  and  I 
would  go  there  and  I  would  read  to  grandpa  and  grandma  till  it  was  time  for 
them  to  go  to  bed  then  we  would  go  home. 

From  the  Pierce  farm  we  moved  in  to  the  town  of  Lyman  a  new  town  where  father 
had  bought  a  home,  after  a  few  months  he  added  another  large  room  to  it 
and  put  a  nice  lath  fence  around  the  lot  and  planted  trees,  lawns  and  flowers, 
some  were  evergreen  trees. 

At  this  about  the  only  amusements  we  had  were  dances  which  were  attended 
in  the  fifferent  towns  near  by.  Father  played  the  violin  and  one  of  his 
daughters  played  the  organ  for  many  of  the  dances.  The  ward  Mutual  would 
put  on  plays  which  we  all  attended  and  enjoyed.  I  took  part  in  several  of 
these  plays  and  was  complimented  for  my  work.  My  father  also  took  leading 
parts  in  some  of  the  plays. 

./hile  we  were  still  on  the  farm,  one  day  a  young  boy  about  ny  age 
xode  by  on  a  horse  ,  i  wondered  who  he  might  be,* when  we  moved  to  town  he 
was  there,  Ben  Sampson,  and  when  we  had  parties  in  the  evening  which  we 
had  about  once  a  week  at  different  homes,  I  always  looked  for  him  and 
hoped  he  would  be  there.  Ye  lived  just  across  the  street  from  where  he 
lived.  On  the  1  If.  of  Dec.  190i|  Ben  and  I  were  married  in  the  Manti  Temple. 

Our  first  home  was  a  two  room  log  house  that  grandpa  and  grandma  Cook  had 
previously  lived  in  till  then,  and  father  built  a  small  house  on  the  lot 
where  he  was  living  for  them,  he  always  had  them  near  where  he  could  care 
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for  them,  at  this  home  grandmother  died  8  Ihrch  1906,  and  grandfather 
lived  with  father  and  mother  until  he  departed  this  life,  Jan.  20,  1911. 

In  our  little  home  we  had  our  first  two  children,  Fontella  and 
Melba  then  we  moved  to  Millard  Co.  Utah,  on  a  new  project,  the  towns  first 
name  was  Akin,  then  Melville,  then  Buirtner,  and  finally  Delta.  Here  we 
lived  and  had  seven  girls  and  three  boys,  in  the  meantime  living  South  of 
town  on  our  farm,  then  lived  in  town  ,  then  North  of  town,  then  we  sold 
our  farm  South  of  town  and  bought  North  west  of  town,  near  where  father 
and  mother  lived  as  they  had  also  moved  to  Delta  from  Wayne  Co, 

In  1931  we  moved  into  torn  in  our  first  modem  home.  Our  youngest 
child,  Lou  Etta  was  then  three  years  and  9  months  old.  Our  first  child, 
Fontella  was  a  premature  baby  weighing  less  than  three  pounds,  she  grew 
and  developed  well  though,  she  had  phneunonia  when  she  was  a  year  old  and 
again  when  she  was  19  months  old. 

When  Charles,  our  oldest  son  had  graduated  from  Delta  High  school  he 
went  on  a  mission  to  Samoa  for  three  years.  Our  next  son,  Easton  after 
graduating  from  Delta  High  school  and  two  years  of  College,  went  on  a  mission 
to  the  Spanish  American  mission  for  two  years  and  sin  months.  Our  youngest 
son,  Merlin  after  graduating  from  Delta  High  school  and  6no  year-'  of  College 
then  four  years  as  a  Merchant  Marine  in  the  U.S.  Service,  then  he  filled 
a  mission  in  the  Northern  California  Mission  for  two  years,  liable,  our 
daughter  filled  a  Mission  in  the  Southern  States. 

I  have  worked  in  the  L.D.S.  church  as  Sunday  school  teacher  and  Sec. 
of  the  primary  then  as  primary  president  in  Delta  second  ward  for  four 
years,  in  Relief Society  as  work  committe  member,  and  as  teacher  topic 
trainer  and  Belief  Society  visiting  teacher  for  I4.O  years  accepting  the  four 
years  I  was  primary  president.  I  was  called  as  a  Stake  missionary  with  my 
husband  in  19U3  in  Deseret  Stake,  Millard  Co.  was  released  30  July  19Jj1j.. 

Have  also  done  genealogy  work  and  Temple  work.  I  am  now  a  Stake  missomry 
with  iry  husband  in  the  Pioneer  Stake  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  have  seen  two 
of  our  contacts  baptised  into  our  church,  one  of  these  we  were  the  first 
to  contact  to  teach  him  the  gospel,  then  Mable  and  I  visited  them  six  times 
then  he  decided  to  join  the  church  and  was  baptised.  His  wife  Mas  an  L.D.S. 
woman.  The  other  man  had  been  visited  by  other  missionaries  for  two  years 
and  at  last  decided  to  become  a  member  of  the  L.D.S.  church  and  was  baptised. 
I  also  served  two  years  as  Captiin  of  the, Daughters  Of  The  Utah  Pioneers, 
of  the  Annie  (Melville)  Bishop  Carp,  inMDelta,  Utah. 


Francetta,  my  sister  is  a  quiet  sincere  person  with  high  ideald 
above  the  average,  with  her  goal  set  high  always.  Ben  her  husband,  has 
been  a  good  mate  for  her,  they  work  together  in  the  terple  and  have  been 
hand  in  hand  in  rearing  their  family  and  deeply  religious,  therefore,  the 
example  they  have  set  before  their  children  and  the  teachings  they  have 
given  them  have  been  of  the  highest  type.

He  go  to  different  wards  and  Layton  singing  in  the  Quartete  and  speaking  all 
the  meetings  as  well  as  my  self  having  to  speak.  We  also  filled  a  two  year 
Stake  mission  together  and  both  enjoy  our  work.  1 

Melba  June,  the  second  daughter  of  Francetta  and  Ben: states  that  she  was 
set  apart  as  Secretary  of  the  Delta  2nd.  ward  primary  after  attending 
primary  until  12  years  of  age.  and  also  that  she  taught  in  both  Sunday- 
school  and  primary  'when  young.  Melba  also  served  as  the  president  of  the 
YiL,M.I.A.  for  two  years/*  In  Junior  Sunday  school  in  the  17th.  ward  in 
Salt  Lake  Stake  from  1937  to  19U0.  and  primary  teacher  in  Liberty  Stake 
from  19U7  to  19 U8.  a  Sunday  school  teacher  Nov.  1932  -3,  in!9th.  ward. 

Melba  has  been  occupied  as  typest  in  business  houses  for  many  years  and  was 
also  working  at  such  jobs  in  Delta  before  moving  to  Salt  Lake,  very  efficient 
in  her  work  at  all  times.  >•  -  ,-0 

Roe  Ann,  their  2nd.  daughter  has  just  sent  her  sketch  to  me,  as  follows  - 
"  I  began  teaching  primary  at  the  age  of  lU.  At  that  time  we  gradu¬ 
ated  from  primary  when  II4.  instead  of  12.

David  ..’illiam,  (willie  as  we  called  him)  was  active  in  Church  ■'.Then  a  boy 
he  was  ordained  a  Priest  and  the  other  ordanations  leading  to  a  Priest 
and  sang  a  lot  in  church  and  socials  but  after  moving  to  Ruth,  Nevada  his 
work  took  him  away  from  church  as  he  had  to  work  on  Sunday. 

Willie  was  one  of  the  most  patient  and  good  natured  men  I  have  known,  at 
his  funeral  they  told  of  his  kindness  and  willingness  to  help  others  and 


ohat  no  one  had  heard  him  speak  a  bad  word  about  any  one.  He  always  said 
"If  you  cannot  speak  good  of  people  then  donot  say  any  thing  about  them" 
therefore,  he  had  no  enemies  for  he  also  believed  in  letting  each  take 
care  of  their  own  business  and  not  interfere  with  others.

le  said  _ather  had  been  called  out  in  the  night  to  go  administer  to  a 
very  ill  woman  who  had  been  afflicted  with 'evil  spirits  foE  some  time, 
and  when  they  had  blessed  her  before^  she  would  get  better  for  a  time  but 
the  trouble  always  came  back,  it  seemed  they  could  not  rebuke  the  evil 
power  permanently.  Vfe  were  then  living  at  the  Tidwell  Valley  Ranch  and 
father  had  to  ride  about  seven  mile  on  horse— back  to  the  town  of  Lyman 
to  where  the  woman  lived,  he  was  the  Bishop  of  the  Lyman  ITard  and  it 
seemed  the  woman  knew  he  was  coming  and  was  frantic,  saying  the  Bishop 
could  not  come  in  to  bless  her  again. 

Father  was  riding  alone  and  it  was  bright  moon  light  and  all  of  a  sudden 
tne  horse  ouu  back  its  ears  and  refused  to  go  one  stem  forward,  as  if 
some  one  stood  in  the  roa.d,  father  tried  every  way  to  make  it  pass  by 
and  it  would  not  move  one  inch,  and  father  was  prompted  that  it"  was  the 
evil  spirits  lined  there  to  stop  him,  so  he  prayed  to  the  Lord  to  rebuke 
the  evil  spirits  from  the  path  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  and  as  soon 
as  he  said  "Amen11  the  horse  went  straight  forward,  if  the  horse  had  been 
man  he  could  not  have  handled  it  in  its  fright  but  it  was  a  gentle  horse. 
This  night  when  father  administered  to  the  woman  she  was  healed  and  never 
bothered  again,  she  was  perfect  from  that  time  on.  This  haooened  in  about 
1900  and  Willie  told  me  of  it  about  I9U6. 


There  are  numerous  accounts  in  the  scriptures  where  the  Apostles  of  the 
Lord  have  bom  witness  to  the  works  of  Satan  and  through  the  power  of 
the  Priesthood  the  evil  spirits  have  been  cast  out  and  healed.  Jesus 
also  cast  out  devils  from  individuals  and  he  knew  this  trouble  to  be  the 
mmiy  o±  ^he  good  people  and  that  Satan  came  to  earth  to  destroy  the  mind 
of  people  and  the  works  of  God.

01  science  !te  great  in  prolon.--ing.Ja.fe,  it  is  necessary  for  progression  ,  in 
restoring  health  it  is  marvelous,  yet  they  say  themselves,  that  certain 
causes  remain  a  medical  rystery  that  they  come  to  a  standstil.  They  have 
spent  ages  searching  £0:  tinder  stand  such  a  trouble,  which  Jesus  said  was 
the  evil  spirit  that  took  hold  of  the  person  through  entering  their  body. 

ocience  say. that  if  there  has  been  a  brain  injury,  then  at  times  the  brain 
cells  run  inLld  and  through  out  too  much  energy  and  the  power  goes  on  rampage, 
causing  a  convulsion  or  an  epileptic  fit, for  the  brain  cells  are  attached  ° 
to. tne  spinal  cord  connecting  up  to  the  nerves.  But  they  say,  where  no 
injury  can  be  traced  and  the  person  still  has  convulsions  ,  that  such 
cases  are  beyond  their  knowledge,  that  after  extensive  research  in  every 
part  of  the  world,  the  cause  still  remains  a  medical  rystery,  they  admit.

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A  Brief  Story  Qf  Elsie  Geneva  (Cook)  Pace  193U« 

When  I  was  President  of  the  Annie  Melville  Bishop  Carp  of  the  Utah 
Pioneers,  I  made  a  scrap  book  and  ask  s.ll  the  members  to  write  a  short  story 
of  their  life  so  I  wrote  one  of  ny  self  too  for  the  book  which  is  as  follows. 

22  Sept.  193k 


To  day  as  I  attempt  to  write  a  story  of  my  life  it  seems  like  a  dreamy 
as  the  panorama  moves  before  ny  eyes.  Though  I  have  lived  forty  two  years, 
in  looking  back  it  seems  only  a  hand  full  of  days.  Some  of  my  life  has 
been  sad  and  some  has  been  happy,  the  sad  days  have  enriched  my  life,  every 
cloud  has  been  edged  with  a  rosy  hue  to  let  the  sunshine  through  -  colored 
with  wealth  of  experiences  full  of  meaning  for  me.  I  have  had  eight  child  - 
ren,  the  d§Ltes  of  them  and  ray  parents  are  on  previous  pages  in  this  book  and 
names  etc. 

Mother  said  it  was  a  cold  night  ,  the  night  I  arrived  in  this  world, 
and  that  the  young  people  were  knocking  and  dropping  valentines  at  the  door 
every  few  minutes.  ¥he  valentines  were  made  with  pocket  knives  and  sisors  , 
most  beautiful  they  thoughts  as  there  were  none  for  sale  in  the  stors  then. 
They  used  to  celebrate  both  the  luth.  and  lyth«  of  Feb. 

3efore  I  was  two  years  old  my  father  was  called  on  a  mission  for  the 
L.D.S.  Church  to  the  Eastern  States  and  mother  was  left  with  seven  children, 
they  had  lost  one  little  girl,  Polly.  brother,  Heber  was  bom  a  few 
months  after  father  had  been  on  his  mission.  I  have  heard  mother  say  that 
while  traveling  to  Salina  to  take  father  to  the  train  to  leave,  that  one  of 
my  eyes  was  badly  burned  by  being  scalded.  I  wonder  now  hoar  she  could  have 
stood  so  much  in  that  condition  and  her  oldest  child  only  11+  years  of  age, 
then  going  back  to  a  lonely  home  to  fight  the  hardships  alone.  I  wonder  not 
that  she  lived  so  close  to  the  Lord  and  had  so  many  testimonies,  it  was  her 
greatest  help  and  comfort,  and  she  lived  to  be  the  mother  of  13  children. 

I  cannot  remember  about  living  in  Thurber  as  we  moved  from  there  when 
I  was  five  years  old,  but  when  I  was  six  I  can  remember  of  going  back  of 
grandfathers  house  to  his  work  shed  and  saw  the  grave  stones  he  was  making, 
that  seem  to  stay  with  me  because  of  the  sad  feeling  of  it.  He  also  made 
funiture  when  he  was  almost  blind,  having  to  feel  his  way  around  with  a  cane. 

After  father  returned  from  his  mission  he  bought  the  Pierce  farm  and 
there  those  childhood  scens  live  in  ny  memory  and  the  playmates  that  used  to 
come  there,  which  I  have  written  poems  about  but  I  will  omit  them  from  this 
sketch. 

Ify  father  then  bought  the  Tidwell  Valley  ranch.  He  did  not  keep  it 
long  as  he  could  not  drive  back  and  forth,  talcing  care  of  his  duties  as  a 
Bishop,  so  he  purchased  land  .joining  his  home  in  Lyman.  But  back  to  the 
scens  of  dear  old  Tidwell  Valley  were  the  outdoor  beauties  that  live  in  ny 
memory.  In  our  family  I  was  the  age  between  the  boys,  on-e  just  older  and 
two  younger,  so  I  would  go  with  them  many  times  to  heard  the  sheep  and  cows 
and  I  helped  them  milk  cows  around  four  or  five  for  each  of  us. 

I  Trill  not  inclose  the  poems  here  which  I  have  in  the  story  I  put 
in  the  Pioneer  book  but  will  say,  that  I  am  thankful  that  I  was  placed  in 
the  outdoor  beauties  of  nature  from  a  small  child,  for  I  have  always  thrilled 
with  the  touch  of  the  Masters  art,  that  I  see  reflecting  like  rainbow 
colors  in  the  refreshing  coolness  after  the  heat  of  the  parching  sun. 

We  lived  in  Lyman  until  I  was  16  years  of  age  and  there  school  days 
were  happy  days,  ny  memory  of  Iyman  is  always  my  carefree  days.  With  sweet 
hearts  and  pals,  sleigh  riding  dorm  the  foot  hills  filled  with  romance  and 
thrills  I  shall  never  forget.  Then  down  to  the  river  dancing  on  ice  and  in 
the  Summer  time  it  Tras  riding  through  the  hills  on  horse  back  with  our  boy 

friends  and  having  our  crouds  at  night,  as  we  used  to  call  them.  We  never 
knew  what  a  picture  show  was.  but  we  would  go  to  a  dance  each  week-  end. 
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I  remember  when  my  girl  friends  and  I  mould  go  help  father  shock  grain  so 
he  eouldget  through  in  time  to  play  for  a  dance  at  night. 

The  week  before  X  left  Lyman  it  was  a  sad  week,  as  it  was  like  saying 
farewell  forever  as  we  lived  away  from  a  railroad.  They  had  many  parties  for 
me  and  one  of  my  boy  friends  came  to  see  me  the  Christmas  after  we  mo  ved  away , 

he  was  four  days  coming  the  snow  was  so  bad  that  winter. 

Just  before  we  decided  to  move  to  Delta  one  oi  the  Professors  from  the 
Snow  Acadamy  came  to  get  lists  of  names  who  would  attend  college  and  j-atner 
decided  to  have  my  brother  .Tillie,  and  I  go  there  to  school  the  following 
winter*  we  were  surely  thrilled  about  it,  but  father  sold  his  lovely  place 
and  took  as  down  payments  ,  teams  and  wagons  and  things  of  that  sort  to  move 
to  Delta  so  we  had  to  give  up  the  idea  of  going  away  to  school  but  my 
mother's  health  was  bad  and  the  Doctors  said  she  must  have  another  climate. 

We  came  to  Delta  and  I  started  working  out  and  continued  to  do  so 

most  of  the  time  until  I  was  married.  Times  were  very  hard  in  Delta  as  the 

Dam  would  wash  out  and  crops  would  be  lost  and  this  happened  right  along. 

First  one  draw  back  then  another  and  I  took  life  more  seriously  then  and  could 
see  the  hardships  of  the  Delta  people.  I  was  Tilling  and  happy  to  earn  ny 
own  clothes.  I  did  house  work  and  between  times  clerked  in  a  store  joining  the 
home.  I  also  cooked  for  30  men  up  at  the  U.B.  Dam  when  it  was  washed  out. 

Mr*  and  Mrs  Hector  Peterson  run  the  boarding  house  but  they  were  called  away 

for  two  weeks  at  one  time  and  X  cooked  for  the  men  alone  with  the  help  of 

their  small  daughter. 

The  -people  were  all  pioneering  the  new  project  together  so  no  one  sneered 
at  the  other  from  not  having  a  nice  place  to  live.  Inst  of  tne  people  lived 
in  tents  boarded  up.  I.5y  father  had  a  two  room  house  and  a  long  tent  boarded 
up,  and  another  small  room  which  he  had  bought  and  moved  therdand  joined  it  on. 

Here  we  did  not  have  a  fire  place  to  doll  up  like  we  did  in  Tidwell 

Valley.  In  those  olden  days  it  was  a  joy  to  me  to  gather  fresh  wild  rose  bushes 
and  place  them  in  the  fire  place  to  look  cool  and  pretty  in  the  Summer  tiLie, 
then  white  wash  around  the  fire  place  and  a  circle  around  the  hearth,  and 
scrub  the  floors  sparkling  white  and  gather  the  new  clean  straw  and  lay  it 
under  the  carpets  and  stretch  them  tight  so  it  seemed  we  were  walking  on 
stuffed  colored  rain-bows  for  they  were  pretty, made  from  carpet  rags  of  all 
colors  by  women  in  the  torn  at  the  rag  bees.  Each  woman  would  have  a  day  to 
sew  rags  and  invite  the  women  of  the  town  and  give  a  nice  big  dinner,  then 
have  the  pretty  rags  woven  into  a  beautiful  carpet  and  each  on-e  seemed  to 
try  for  the  most  attractive  carpet  of  all*  .>e  also  gathered  clean  straw  in 
the  Fall  when  grain  was  first  thrashed  and  we  would  fill  the  bed  ticks  with 
it  and  it  made  good  beds,  another  thing  we  used  to  sc  our  the  knives  and  forks 
and  pots  and  pans  each  Saturday  with  ashes  from  the  stove  or  a  good  sand. 

Mother  had  a  big  black  tub  that  she  put  on  an  out-side  fire  and  always 
made  our  own  soap  and  we  had  a  cheese  press  and  made  our  own  cheese  and  churned 
our  own  butter,  our  living  was  good  and  plentiful,  father  killed  the  mutton 
from  his  heard  mf  sheep  as  well  as  the  pork  and  veal  from  our  live  stock. 

Mother  knew  how  to  make  the  best  preserves  and  pickles  any  one  could  ever 
want  and  it  was  kept  in  large  crock  jars  in  the  cellors.-as  well  as  vegatables 
were  kept  in  places  in  the  ground. 

We  had  a  lot  of  heart  aches  in  Delta,  the  first  winter  ry  brother 
Byron  died  then  My  grandfather  and  later  ny  sister  Rena  then  ny  mother. 

I  was  working  at  Norm  Blisses  home  when  Leslie  D.  Pace  came  to  tell  me 
of  grandfathers  death.,  Leslie  came  in  a  little  black  top  buggy.  I  met  Leslie 
in  May  1910  and  July  1911  we  were  married.  When  he  came  to  Delta  he  had  just 
completed  a  two  year  business  course  at  the  L.D.S.  Business  College.  He  came 
to  Delta  to  take  up  a  homestead,  he  took  up  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  and 
built  a  one  room  house  on  it  .  The  day  after  we  were  married  we  put  the 
shingles  on  it  and  enjoyed  our  work  immensely,  we  were  married  on  Friday 
July  20th.  and  one  week  from  that  day  we  had  set  the  date  for  our  big  wedding 
dinner  which  my  folks  were  giving  at  their  place,  and  the  dance  at  night  in 
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the  Delta  Hall. 

We  left  our  little  home  that  morning  and  went  to  my  fathers  to  help  with 
the  wedding  dinner,  .just  before  the  dinner  we  received  word  that  our  home  had 
burned  to  the  ground  but  we  went  on  and  had  the  dinner  as  the  Delta  people 
were  invited (  my  mother  was  a  perfect  cook) 

The  next  week  the  Delta  people  got  up  a  nice  shower  and  dance  for  us. 

We  received  a  lot  of  fine  presents  and  ^0.00  ih  cash,  in  those  days  he 
could  buy  a  lot  of  things  with  *l>5>0#00.  it  wasn’t  the  cost  of  tne  loss  that 
hurt  me  so  much  but  it  was  the  nice  quilts  my  mother  had  spent  so  much  time 
on>  and  the  fancy  work  I  had  done  so  much  of ,  nice  dresses  my  mother  had  made 
and  pictures  of  family  and  friends,  things  that  could  not  be  replaced. 

We  built  another  one  room  but  it  was  small  and  had.  no  floor  and  a  tar 
paper  roof,  we  just  got  settled  in  that  when  my  husband  got  his  snoulder 
blade  broken,-  he  had  such  a  bad  time  with  it  that  we  moved  back  with  my 
parents  a  few  months,  then  moved  back  to  our  one  room  and  my  husband's 
father  and  brother  came  to  live  with  us.  The  following  Spring  my  husband 
got  the  job  of  water  master  for  the  North  track  and  I  stayed  and  cooked  for 
the  three  men  and  we  lived  in  that  one  room. ,  then  we  gave  I4.O  acres  oj.  land 
to  his  father  and  brother  and  we  moved  back  in  one  of  my  fathers  rooms  as 
that  was  the  winter  my  third  child  was  born  18 th,  Dec.  When  this  third  one 
was  bom,  the  first  child  was  three  years  and  one  month  old.  Iy  husband 
took  the  job  that  ’.winter  of  driving  surveyers  to  work  .  In  a  short  time 
he  was  the  Rural  mini  1  6arrier.  I  was  so  happy  about  that  job  as  it  seemed 
I  was  heavely  burdened  on  the  farm*  We  rented  a  while  in  town  then  traded 
20  acres  of  land  for  the  cement  house  owned  by  Charley  Clawson. 

ry  children  were  close  together,  I  was  only  3U  when  I  had  eight  child¬ 
ren  but  I  am  happy  now  that  I  was  privileged  to  be  the  mother  of  that  many • 
ly  fifth  child  could  not  stay  with  us  long  she  died  when  she  was  eight 
monthd  old  on  larch  1st.  1920.  But  we  have  been  greatly  blessed  with  the 
health  of  our  children  since  then,  except  4t our  Son  Doyle  has  had 
hay  fever  and  asthma  a  lot. 


In  the  remainder  of  my  story  for  the  Pioneer  scrap  book  I  told  of  some  of 
ny  travels,  the  trip  to  New  York  and  over  the  trail  where  the  pioneers 
traveled  and  whecethey  stayed  for  a  time  at  Winter  .Quarters  and  that  I 
saw  the  stick  which  Brigham  Young  stuck  in  the  ground,  it  is  now  a  very 
large  tree  with  a  marker  on  it  giving  its  history,  then  the  poem  of  our 
Utah  Pioneers  which  I  composed  "  Chain  Of  Our  Heritage  "  since  this  much 
of  my  story  was  written  in  193U  I  will  write  more  of  it  for  this  book  1933*

At  the  age  of  12  to  1 if- 1  was  organist  for  the  Sunday  school  in  iyman,  l.  c-ah 
Utah  and  a  primary  teacher. 

In  Delta,  Utah  1st.  ward  I  was  Liteary  teacher  in  ReliefSociety  and 
later  a  chorister.  In  the  primary  I  was  Drama  and  play  leader  and  then 
chorister.  I  served  as  teacher  of  the  junior  girls  in  the  Ll.l.A.  and 
following  that  calling  I  served  as  Drama  director  for  the  ward,  and 
then  was  asked  to  be  drama  diretor  for  the  Deseret  Stake  I'Ll. A,  which 
I  worked  hard  in  putting  on  olayes. 

Uhile  we  lived  in’ Delta  2nd.  ward  for  a  year  I  think  it  was,  I  served 
there  as  play  leader  and  chorister  in  the  primary. 

In  the  Delta  3rd.  ward  I  lived  there  one  year  and  was  the  literary  class 
leader  in  the  Relief  Society.  I  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City  then/ about  1 9h9* 

In  School 


About  1932  to  3h  I  was  Vice  president  of  Parent  And  Teacher  association. 
In  193U  was  elected  president  of  P.T.A.  but  withdrew  from  the  election, 
having  too  many  other  responsibilities.  In  1935  I  was  elected  as  president 
of  the  Band  Mothers  but  also  had  to  with  draw  from  acting. 

In  County 

Red-Gross  Roll-Call  Chairman  of  Rest  Millard  Co.  and  received  a  tele  - 
gram  from  Adam  S .  Bennion  for  work,  in  going  over  the  top  with  100 
percent  quota. 

I  was  County  Captian  of  the  Daughters  Of  Utah  Pioneers  about  1937  and 
1938.  I  was  Captian  of  the  Annie  Melville  Bishop  Camp  preceding  the 
County  Position,  In  the  Camp  I  organized  a  scrap  book  and  called  three 
lades  to  my  home  (officers)  ~e  decided  to  have  the  life  sketch  of  each 
member,  and  each  were  to  select  their  favorite  poem  and  gems  of  thought 
to  gain  the  book.  I  made  the  book  and  took  pictures  of  our  carp  and  it 
became  a  rare  gift  to  hand  down  to  the  next  president  »also  to  keep  in  the 
camp  as  a  fond  memory  of  our  deeds  and  accomplishments. 

I  and  the  other  Delta  Camp  pres,  bought  the  Pioneer  house  and  lot  while 
we  were  in  office,  I  mean  of  course  that  we  and  the  other  camp  members 
bought  it t and  the  man  that  had  taken  it  over  for  drain  tax  or  some  debt 
let  us  have  it  at  a  good  price  and  we  painted  the  woodwork  and  fixed  it 
up  very  nice  and  held  our  meetings  in  it. 

While  in  the  County  Is  pres.  I  started  a  scrap  book  of  the  accomplishments 
of  each  County  officer  but  my  health  became  bad  and  I  did  not  stay  in^oo 
complete  the  job. 


In  Utah  State 

I  was  president  of  the  Auxilary  of  the  Federation  Of  Letter  Carriers 
for  five  years,  each  year  being  re-  elected  .  In  1938  I  was  voted  to 
be  Utah’s  Delegate  to  tend  the  National  Convention,  and  that  year  was 
elected  to  the  National.

..'rite  of  all  the  beautiful  sights  I  had  seen,  when  I  looked  up  I  caught 
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a  glance  of  a  beautiful  little  girl*  she  was  just  the  size  of  one  of 
ray  own  and  reminded  me  of  her,  this  was  the  first  child  I  had  seen  in 
the  tvro  weeks  I  had  been  there,  she  was  dressed  in  white  with  her  pretty 
brown  hair  in  ringlets,  standing  on  the  green  lawn,  as  I  looked  at  ner  ny 
whole  soul  thrilled  and  ny  eyes  were  dimmed  with  tears  and  these  lines 
came  to  me.

The  serenity  of  spirit  that  comes  when  viewing  the  beauties  of  riature 
lifts  one  above  the  bloodshed  and  wars  which  were  not  designed  by  God, 
and  we  should  drink  more  often  from  the  fountain  of  freedom  -  like  the 
freshness  of  rain  to  the  thirsty  flower,  We  are  made  to  enjoy  more  thax 
we  do,  but  the  oposit  power  plants  seeds  of  unrest  and  we  behold  ruians 
instead. 

The  beauties  which  stand  out  in  God's  creations  always  attract  my  attention 
and  thrills  me  with  wonder,  like  in  ny  travels ^ if  I  miss  seeing  some  - 
thing  I  feel  to  grieve,  for  instance,  the  <|rand  Canyon  I  missed  so  much 
of  it.  Vfe  arrived  therewhen  it  was  dusk  and  looked  around  on  the  points 
of  interest  where  the  headquarters  and  hotels  are,  but  we  had  to  rush 
and  get  to  Delta,  Utah  that  night. 

The  deep  purple  colorings  of  those  views  I  will  never  forget  -  like  i\. 
ribbons  of  red,bhlue,  gold  and  every  color  of  the  rain-bow  stretched 
around  the  deep  canyon  in  its  gorgeous  array,  it  filled  me  with  awe  and 
produced  many  thoughts  in  ny  mind,  of  how  long  the  mighty  river  had 
rushed  on  its  way  to  cause  such  a  magnificent  sight,  it  was  then  dark 
and  we  had  to  leave. 

Another  Canyon  which  certainly  inspired  me  was  Bryce  Canyon,  I  saw  it 
about  fifteen  years  ago.  I  remember  my  husband  and  I  got  out  of  the  can 
to  look  at  it  and  the  sun  was  just  coming  up  over  the  mountains,  the 
rosy  hue  in  its  shouting  clamor  tinted  every  cliff  and  statue,  it  real¬ 
ly  looked  to  be  carved  outby  some  great  sculptor.  A  feeling  of  silent 
reverence  filled  me  with  sublime  respect  for  the  greatness  of  things  as 
they  are.  The  mighty  work  of  age  and  reason  is  always  connected  to 
Divine  authority. 

Ly  trip  to  Death  Valley  was  like  going  somewhere  out  of  this  world. 

Vie  stayed  over  night  in  Tonopah  where  the  weather  was  frigid  and  the 
wind  whistled  as  Tonopah  is  located  in  the  tops  of  the  mountains. 

Then  down  down  to  Death  Valley  280  feet  below  Sea  level,  this  trip  can 
not  be  made  in  the  Summer  time  so  we  were  seeing  it  in  Jan. 

The  formation  caused  by  water  was  on  every  side.  The  golden  canyon  was 
strange  ,  we  entered  in  the  car  and  only  one  road  through  it  as  it  was 
so  narrow  and  turned  so  abruptly,  it  looked  as  though  we  were  headed 
straight  to  a  cliff  wall  ,  then  a  little  turn  took  us  to  the  next  walled 
cliff. 

When  we  went  to  Pheonix,  Arz.  It  was  ny  first  time  to  see  the  Joshua 
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trees.  The  vri.de  spacious  desert  for  miles  vrere  covered  with  them* some 
were  small,  some  vrere  giants  of  magic.  It  thrilled  me  beyond  measure  as 
my  eyes  looked  out  over  the  new  strang  land,  where  hundreds  of  Indian 
hovels  vrere  built  like  rounded  bee-hives.  On  our  other  trip  to  Arz.  we 
stormed  to  Las  Vegas  over  night  and  it  is  really  the  gambling  City  of  the 
vrorldu  I  never  saw  so  many  mixed  crowds,  they  vrere  there  for  the  money 
both  old  and  young.  Old  women  standing  at  the  slot  machines  banging  them 
and  picking  up  the  money.  The  buildings  have  glass  fronts  and  the  lights 
inside  and  on  the  streets  were  as  bright  as  day  and  when  I  saw  so  many  gray 
haird  women  spending  their  time  there, I  thought  of  the  honored  Melvin  J. 
Ballard  (apostle)  saying  ”  I  thank  the  Lord|that  this  church  of  ours gives 
our  old  people  an  active  life  in  the  temple's,  I  see  in  other  communities 
aged  people  just  killing  time  with  no  body  to  interest  them.  They  are  just 
living,  their  food  and  raiment  are  provided.  Is  there  any  thing  more  beaut¬ 
iful  for  our  fathers  and  mothers  to  do  than  spend  their  declining  years 
laboring  for  their  kindred  whom  they  are  presently  to  meet?”  when  I  recalled 
his  words,  I  thought,  what  a  pitty  these  old  women  have  not  associated  them¬ 
selves  with  church  work  where  they  could  partake  of  the  Divine  Holy  Spirit 
and  know  of  a  real  joy  instead  of  gambling  and  quarreling  over  money. 

We  drove  out  to  the  Boulder  Dam  but  the  Guid  was  gone  so  we  saw 
as  much  as  we  could  from  points  of  interst  and  I  couldAt  help  but  think  of 
the  mighty  powers  in  our  Universe  that  God  placed  here.  And  mans  mind  made 
to  experiment  with  these  great  wonders  until  they  have  under  control  the 
marvelous  achievement  of  such  mighty  powers  of  electrisity.  Put  to  use  foi> 
the  people’s  benefit..  Boulder  City  was  beautiful  but  no  City  attracted  iry 
attention  like  Coranoao  City,  the  palm  trees,  flowers  and  lawns  and  shrubs 
were  trimmed  in  the  most  artistic  fashiop,a  solod  mass  of  green  velvet 
lawns  went  from  house  to  house  with  no  seperation  and  the  beauty  of  it,  was 
that  the  back  lawns  were  the  same,  just  a  heaven  on  earth  as  God  intended 
his  people  would  appreciate  the  things  He  supplied. 

I  recall  one  of  the  statements  I  read  from  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  He  told  a  man  to  fix  that  hole  in  the  roof  of  his  house  and  show 
that  people  of  ref inmen t  live  <here .  That  City  of  Nauvoo  was  called  the 
most  beautiful,  &  swamp  land  made  into  a  paradise,  and  I  write  of  these  if:’ 
things  because  God  gave  to  earth  so  much  that  we  could  enjoy. 

-  —  I,’'-  1  On  our  way  to  Arizona  through  the  city  of  Jerome  was  a  strange 

sight,  I  had  never  seen  a  City  like  it  -  high  high  on  the  mountain  where 
the  side  walks  stand  out  over  the  road  sorhigh  that  one  feels  if  they  let 
go  they  would  fall  to  the  bottom  of  nowhere,  it  is  named  in  the  traveling 
map  as  the  Graz 7/  City,  It  was  apcient.  The  marble  Canyon  was  a  beauty  as 
I  always  enjoy  the  red  rocks  and  cliffs. 

Traveling  North  and  East  has  given  me  many  views  to  appreciate 
too, and  witness  the  hand  bf  God  in  His  earth  of  wonders.  Yellow  -Stone 
Park  in  its  different  formation,  Insperation  point  thrilled  me  most  when 
I  walked  out  on  its  edge* I  trembled  while  looking  down  in  the  dents  of  its 
delicate  coloring. 

•ie  traveled  through  ten  States  and  on  into  Canada,  and  Buffalo, 
Hew  York,  across  the  river  to  thrilling  Nigara  Fall  and  through  the  tunnel 
under  the  riverinto  Detroit  Mich,  and  back  to  Chicago  World  Fair  in  193k , 
then  to  Line Ion  Neb. on  to  Denver  Colorado  over  the  Rabbit  Ear  Pass  and  back 
to  Utah.

They 
flew  back  to  Utah,  (having  driven  up  the  Alcan  Highway  on  their  way  to  Alaska) 
and  after  visiting  with  us  they  went  to  Virginia  to  spend  Xmas  with  their 
daughter  and  son  in-law.  They  arrived  in  Baltimore  the  early  part  of  ;  January. 

2,  they  took  a  trip  to  the  Herr  England  states  and  Canada, 
they  saw  beautiful  country,  especially  traveling  up  the  east  coast  of  a 
Paine,  .ihile  in  Boston  they  took  an  interesting  tour  of  the  City,  seeing 
all  the  historical  points  of  interest,  such  as  Paul  Revere!s  home.

Doyle  is  ncnr  39  years  old,  he  and  wife  have  five  children,  three  girls 
and  two  boys.  He  and  wife,  Georgeanna,  have  been  very  good  managers 
and  have  accumulated  a  lot  financially  in  the  short  time  they  have  been 
married.

was  ordained  a  Priest  in  the  L.D.S.  church  July  9,  19  Ui. 

His  wife,  Millie  is  a  very  sweet  person  and  a  good  singer,  I  believe  there 
will  always  be  love  and  kindness  in  their  home.

Leslie  Do£Le  Pace,  my  husband  is  new  63  years  of  age.  he  has  been 
a  successful  business  man.  I  rn.ll  refer  to  the  book  "History  Of  Utah"  of 

1919  as  follows  - "Delta  is  less  that  12  years  old.  It  is  but  natural  that 

its  business  representatives  are  progressive  young  men,  who  have  seen  the 
opportunities  offered  in  the  establishment  of  a  new  town  in  the  growing  west. 
Occupying  a  prominent  position  in  the  commercial  circles  of  Delta  is  Leslie  D. 
Pace,  who  though  barely  thirty  years  of  age  can  justly  claim  to  be  a  pioneer 
of  the  town  and  one  of  its  chief  promoters.  lie  was  educated  in  the  schools 
of  Wayne  County  and  in  the  Sevier  County  High  school  before  entering  College 
L.D.S. business  College  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Following  his  graduation  he  aacep- 
ted  a  position  as  book  keeper  for  a  Salt  Lake  Firm,  but  in  1909  he  went  to 
Delta  and  engaged  in  construction  work  on  the  irrigation  canal  of  that  section. 

In  1910  he  turned  his  attention  to  farming  but  soon  abandoned  the  plow 
and  was  appointed  water  master,  where  he  served  for  three  years.  During  the 
succeeding  three  years  he  carried  out  a  contract  for  a  rural  free  delivery 
route  for  the  post  office  department.  Ln  1918  he  purchased  a  prominent  corner 
in  Delta,  .erected  a  brick  business  building  thirty-two  by  fifty  feet  and 
established  the  Blue  Bird  Confectionary  and  Ice  Cream  Parlor,  which  is  a  credit 
to  Delta  and  would  be  to  a  City  of  much  larger  size.  It  is  fitted  up  with 
the  most  attractive  appointments  and  has  a  large  attached  dancing  Pavalion 
for  the  pleasure  and  convenience  of  the  people  of  Delta.  He  carries  an  exten¬ 
sive  line  of  fine  confections  and  ice  cream  and  has  gained  a  liberal  and 
derserved  patronage.  He  is  a  most  energetic  and  wide  awake  j'oung  man,watchful 
of  every  opportunity  pointing  to  legitimate  success.  His  close  amplication 
and  energy  are  the  foundation  upon  which  he  is  building  his  prosperity" . 


During  the  time  which  has  entervened  since  the  above  article  was 
written.  Ip s lie  has  continued  on  in  watching  every  opportunity  to  progress 
in  the  accumulation  of  properly. 

The  Blue  Bird  building  burned  down  about  1922  but  he  lost  no  time  in 
-laving  another  xine  brick  builoing  erected  on  the  lot  which  he  has  kept  rented 
all  these  years  as  a  bakery,  cafe  and  barber  shop.  He  also  purchased  the 
Ben  Douglas  property  and  has  two  apartments  for  rent  and  sold  half  of  the 
lot  for  a  pool  hall.  After  the  three  years  of  carrying  the  mail  he  took 
the  final  test  and  examination  and  passed  with  highest  marks.  At  first  he 
was  pioneering  the  route  and  the  dirt  roads  were  terrible,  with  clay-mud  in 
the  Spring  and  Fall, and  bitter  blizzards  and  snow  in  the  winter  months.  He 
often  had  to  phone  in  town  to  a  garage  to  come  out  and  pull  him  out  of  the 
mud, (it  was  a  60  mile  route)  but  he  survived  those  hardships  and  later 
enjoyed  perfect  oiled  roads  and  good  cars. 

fihile  the  property  has  been  bringing  in  an  incom  he  has  labored  33 
years  as  Rural  Mail  carrier  and  retired  from  Civil  Service  in  June  19^0. 

At  present  he  has  race  horses  which  art  thoroughbreds1-;  andi  - 
expects  to  have  them  for  his  hobby  in  his  reclining  years.  He  is  happy 
now  to  feel  secure  for  the  years  a  head,  as  his  business  management  had  sup¬ 
plied  that  safety  and  freedom  from  worry.

Jetta,  Hebers  wife  has  been  active  in  church  work  and  a  good  help 
mate  to  Heber,  they  have  always  been  side  by  side  and  congenial  in  all 
things,  hard  working  people  and  full  of  hospitality,  and  good  to  all. 

Heber  has  the  gift  of  writing  poetry  and  also  has  had  a  good  voice  and 
used  to  sing  tenor  in  duets  and  quartets  in  public,,  he  also  has  taught 
a  class  in  Sunday  school  and  been  a  ward  teacher  in  the  church. 

Heber  has  had  poor  health  for  years  and  is  in  the  hospital  at  the  present 
time.  Heber  Enlisted  in  the  Service  of  his  Country  in  1916  in  world 
War  One.  was  over  Sea  in  France.  While  in  the  fighting  lines  we  didnot 
hear  from  him  for  sicc  months  at  onetime.  Jetta  was  expecting  their  baby, 
and  she  was  very  blue  as  we  did  not  know  if  he  were  dead  or  a  live. 

Our  father,  Joshua  H.  Cook  had  great  faith  in  prayer  and  went  out  side 
to  be  alone  and  pray.  He  prayed  to  know  if  Heber  were  alive  or  not, 
when  he  came  back  in  the  house  he  told  Jetta  not  to  feel  bad  any  more, 
that  Heber  was  alive  and  would  return  home  in  safety,  also  that  our  other 
brother,  Jerome  and  our  two  brothers  in-law  would  all  return  safely  home, 
which  all  came  true,  and  two  of  them  were  also  in  the  front  lines, 
hone  of  us  know  the  lonely  hours  Heber  and  Jetta  suffered  or  the  happy 
rejoicing  when  he  returned,  or  do  we  know  their  heart  aches  when  their 
two  children  died  ,  but  we  do  know  that  they  have  stood  their  trials  and 
hardships  with  faith  and  with  a  smile/ as  they  have  both  had  poor  health 
a  lot  of  the  time.  I  have  never  seen  Heber  when  he  did  not  have  an 
incouraging  word  to  give  and  he  is  one  of  the  most  patient  persons  I  know 
of.  It  is  the  trials  of  life  and  how  we  stand  them,  that  denotes  the  type 
of  character  one  has  developed  through  it  all. 

Heber  has  written  poems  to  cheer  me  and  many  to  his  wife.  I  would  like  to 
inclose  the  ones  he  wrote  while  in  the  Army  but  a  sample  of  them  will  show 
the  type  of  person  he  is.  'While  reading  the  poems,  I  cannot  help  but  think 
how  sacred  true  love  is,  and  how  it  holds  the  Individual  close  to  his  maker, 
instead  of  becoming  restless  when  in  loneliness,  one  longs  to  put  back 
in  life  more  than  sorrow  has  taken  from  it  -  to  keep  the  lamp  of  hope 
still  glowing  and  again  merge  with  the  sunlight  of  a  new  dawn,  and  this 
is  the  way  that  poetry  heals  the  heart,  some  of  trie  poems  I  will  inclose,

Jerome  and  Glenna ,  his  wife  have  not  been  able  to  have  children  but 
their  home  has  siLways  been  open  to  children  ana  people.  They  have 
had  different  ones  stay  tilth  them  ,  and  children  especially  have  be¬ 
come  so  attached  to  them  for  they  are  both  so  kind  and  generous. to 
them.  Jerome  is  witty  and  jovial  and  plays  on  his  guitar  and  sings. 

Father  stayed  with  them  after  returning  from  the  hospital  and  after 
being  with  them  about  a  year  he  died  at  their  home  in  Springville,  Utah. 
Glenna  was  as  good  to  him  as  though  it  were  her  own  father,  she  bathed 
and  cared  for  him  so  perfect. 

Glenna’ s  mother  has  been  living  with  them  several  years,  she  took  a 
stroke  and  Glenna  is  her  only  daughter  so  Glenna  has  been  tied  to  the

Brothers  and  sisters  as  a  public  speaker  I  am  .just  one  ■week  old  to  day,  as 
a  week  ago  to  day  is  the  first  time  I  ever  talked  in  church,  and  I  have  been 
thinking  all  week  of  the  mistakes  I  made  last  Sunday.  As  I  remember  I  was 
patting  ry  self  on  the  back  some  what,  as  you  remember  I  said  I  did  not  have 
any  very  bad  habits  to  break  when  I  came  into  the  mission  field.  In  a  way  that 
is  very  true  but  that  is  a  little  misleading  so  l  will  just  say  how. that  in 
W  life  I  have  been  just  as  mean  as  any  body  could  be  and  still  be  good,  if  you 
can  figure  that  out. 


At. this  time  I  would  like  to  read  to  you  from  a  clipping  from  the  Deseret  .News
